MOSCOW, Russia —(/Pj— Premier- 


Forcign-Commissar Mololoff Monday 
assailed the United States for re- 
pealing the arms embargo, asserting 
il was "only a mask lo cover their 
struggle for profit." 


In a speech opening the celebration 


of 
the Bolshevik revolution's 22nd 


anniversary, Molotoff also attacked 
Britain and France, accusing them of 
wishing to prolong the war against 
Germany. 


Russia Attacks U. S. 


MOSCOW, Russia — (IP)— The Com- 


munist International Monday altacked 
the "American bouregois" for the re- 
peal of the arms embargo, and called 
on the workers of Great Britain and 
France to "go against those who favor 
continuation of an imperialistic war." 


The statement was issued in a sharp- 


ly-worded manifesto, occuping four 
front-page columns in Pravad, Com- 
munist party newspaper, as the U. 
S. S. R. began a three-day celebration 
of the 22nd anniversary of the Com- 
munist revolution. 


Berlin "Disappointed" 


BERLIN, Germany —(/Pj— Disap- 


pointment over the fact thai the Unit- 
ed States' vast war reserves have 
been made available to the Allies 
by the repeal o£ the arms embargo 
act became apparent Monday from 
tlio lone of morning paper editorials 
and inspired 
pronouncements. 


Nevertheless, comment on the United 


States' aclion in lifting the embargo 
was somewhat 
restrained; but in 


tcnsified sea warfare appeared as 
likely consequence. 


Germans Driven Back 


PARIS, France -(/P)~ Military sour- 


ces reported Monday that German 
troops had occupied a small island 
in the Rhine, only to be driven back 
to their own bank of the river by 
fire from heavy mortars. 


The German units crossed to the 


unidentified island on the hitherto 
quiet southern flank of the Western 
front before French observes noted 
tlicir presence. Tile Germans hastily 
withdrew, it was said, under French 
fire.

, PARIS — In front of the snappin) 
logs of the great fireplace in the 
dining hall of the Chateau de la 
Ronce at Ville d'Avray, just outside 
Paris, a group of young Americans 
warm themselves smoking and hum- 
ming to the indigo minors of the 
Cook's accordion. 


Now and then someone turns to look 


out at the cold rain—a meaningful ges- 
ture when you know how familiar 
these youngsters are going to be with 
rain a few weeks from now. 
' They have cast their lot with luck 
on, the Western Front as the first 
organized group of American volun- 
teers in the Allied cause in the Se- 
cond World War. 


They arc the thriving nucleus of the 


Iroquois Ambulance Corps, and when 
they start through the colder Novem- 
ber rains up toward the battle line 
slush, their equipage will bear as in- 
signia an Indian warrior figurehead 
representing The Five Indian Nations. 


Plenty 'to Be Done Yet 


All told, there will be 40 drivers, a 


doctor, two mechanics, two cooks, 20 
light ambulances of standard French 
Army specifications, a staffcar , a re- 
pair truck and a rolling kitchen. 


That will be the outfit. Right now 


It's considerably under full strength. 
There are not enough trucks. The 
personnel isn't complete. There is a 
budget to be balanced; ambulances, 
trucks, gas masks, helmets to be 
bought; straight drills and training 
courses to be given. 


The Iroquois ambulance drivers con- 


side^r these things as they stretch 
before the fire after the meal which 
Cookie Eddie Wiggins of Chicago 
served up home style. And it's obvious 
that getting a foot into a big war 
isn't the easiest thing.

It works like this: 
The sub-contractors in one field- 


painting, 
for example—club together 


and set up a trade association office. 
When a general contractor calls for 
bids for painting on a new construc- 
tion job, all painting sub-contractors 
submit their bids to this association 
office, or "bid depository." 


Then, when all bids are in, the group 


goes over them and eliminates Die 
lowest ones—say the 
lowest 15 pel- 


cent. The sub-contractors who sub- 
mitted those bids are not allowed to 
bid again on the job; or, if they are 
allowed to, they are required to sub- 
mit bids higher than the lowest of the 
bids which were not eliminated. 


In the end, then, the bids which go 


to the general contractor have an av- 
erage level much higher than the one 
which would otherwise be obtained is 
presented. 


Officials Willing to Talk 


Now in the city rej'crrcd lo above, 


the department did not take thc "bid 
depository'' matter before a grand jury 
at all. It sought indictments in an en- 
tirely different branch of the building 
industry. 


But when the young lawyer who was 


handling the case for the department 
got in touch with officials of the sub- 
contractors' 
trade 
associations 
and 


mentioned that he would like to talk 
to them, they came in to see him with- 
out delay. 


Twenty-four hours later, one of thc 


associations announced thai it had 
closed its office and was going to dis- 
continue the "bid depository" system 
at once. 


In this particular city there exist 


four other .similar associations; and 
they, too, indicated thai they 
will 


.shortly follow suit. 


In the end. the department expects to 


get a set of consent decrees covering 
tlio.se five .'iub-contracling fields in 
that city, outlawing thc "bid deposi- 
tory" practice- and rendering the bid- 
ders liable to punishment for eon- 
tcmpt^jf court if it is ever resumed.
